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CONDITIONS OF BUSINESS 


The conditions of business, along with all other terms, conditions and notices 
set out in this auction catalogue, or announced by the auctioneer, form the 
terms on which Jeffrey Hoare Auctions, Inc. (JHA) contracts, as auctioneer, with 
actual and prospective sellers and buyers. These Conditions of Business apply 
to all aspects of the relationship of purchase and sale of property by auction.

The unit proceeded to Sandwich where Steinhoff was left as 
one of a guard in charge of stores and baggage until the troops retired from Fort Detroit. 
Benjamin Steinhoff was born in 1780, son of John Steinhoff of German background, and 
was still alive in 1851 living with his son David. He made application for the medal but died 
after 1852. The medal remained unclaimed in the A.G. Office in 1861. Medal No. 229 was 
delivered to Col. Bridgeford at that time. The family first settled at Niagara but moved to 
Long Point. After the war, in 1820, the Steinhoff’s settled near Toronto, at Con III, Lot 13, 
Markham Township. There were 7 brothers (Andrew, Leo, Emmanuel, Joseph, Frederick, 
John, Benjamin) and Hannah who came to Canada after War of Revolution. {Mutrie, R.R., 
The Long point Settlers, 1992, refers]. Approximately 320 Fort Detroit medals were issued, 
with only eight to this unit.

The Arctic Discoveries Medal was retrospectively awarded in 1857 to all persons, military 
and civil, engaged in Polar expeditions during the period.

William Amor Simson was born in Halifax on November 25, 1872 and was educated at Halifax High School. On 26 February 1900, he was appointed 
Provisional 24 Lieutenant in the 63" Halifax Regiment, and was promoted to 2"4 Lieutenant on 15 February 1901. 


Simson was promoted to Lieutenant in the 4‘ Canadian Mounted Rifles which left Canada for South Africa, arriving when the war was over. He served 
from 17 April until 15 October 1902. He returned with the 63" Rifles and was promoted to Captain on 19 September 1904. 


The Canadian Army Service Corps (Militia) was created by General Order 141 (1 Nov. 1901) by Lieutenant Colonel J. L. Biggar. The Canadian Permanent 
Army Service Corps (CPASC) was authorized on 1 December 1903, with Captain G. A. Dodge of the 68 Regiment becoming the permanent Corps first 
officer and Adjutant. Captain E. C. Dean was the second officer on the permanent list and Captain William Simson became the third permanent force offi- 
cer in the CASC on his retirement from the 63" Halifax Rifles. He was appointed as Lieutenant in the Canadian Army Service Corps on 1 August 1906. 
Simson was promoted to Captain on 21 May 1908 and took over No. 1 Detachment at Ottawa. 


fn 1910, Captains Simson and Dean went to the UK for a short course on Mechanical Transport (how to drive). On his return, he was appointed as Major 
and Assistant Director of Supply and Transport from 10 November 1911. On the outbreak of the Great War, Simson was promoted to Lieutenant Colonel 
of the 1‘ Divisional Train, which was organizing at Valcartier. Simson embarked with the unit on 3 October 1914. 


William Simson was appointed to command all Canadian Army Service Corps units from 21 October 1914 and proceeded to France with his unit, arriving 
in February 1915. He was placed on the strength of the HQ Staff Divisional Train from 1 April 1915 and was promoted to Brevet Lieutenant Colonel on 1 
July 1915. He was then attached to the Canadian Corps as officer in charge of Canadian Army Service Corps personnel (France) and graded as AA & QMG 
from 24 November 1917, being promoted to Acting Colonel. 


Simson returned to England on 24 November 1917 to take up duties as Director of Supply and Transport at OMFC Headquarters, London (Shorncliffe), 
retaining his rank of Acting Colonel. He returned to Canada on 13 August 1919 and retired to pension in December, although being listed as District Supply 
Officer at Toronto in 1920, at which time he held the rank of Colonel - the highest rank in the Royal Canadian Army Service Corps during peacetime. 


Colonel Simson had married Louise du Barry of Norfolk, Virginia prior to 1914 and she accompanied him to England, as he had many 8 day leaves to the 


UK. After his retirement, he was employed as a pharmaceutical and analytical chemist. Colonel Simson died in London, England on 17 November 1925 
and is buried at Tilford, near Farnham.

Distinguished Conduct Medal: “On the night of 11 February 1952, Corporal Pahalsing Thapa, 1/6‘ Gurkha Rifles, whose Company was operating under command of 1st Battalion, The 
Cameronians (Scottish Rifles), was the commander of a small ambush party of five men near the Resettlement Area of Jementah in North Johore. Just before darkness fell the ambush 
party was moving down a track towards the selected ambush position when a strong force of enemy was encountered at point blank range. The leading Gurkha Scout immediately opened 
fire killing one bandit and wounding another. Corporal Pahalsing Thapa gave the order to charge, whereupon his small party came under heavy fire from light machine guns, automat- 
ics, rifles and grenades. This NCO then ordered three of his men to take up fire positions while he and a Rifleman assaulted the enemy. They were both stopped by concentrated fire and 
Corporal Pahalsing Thapa, realizing that his party was now surrounded by about fifty enemy, organized his men into an all around defensive position, making use of the meagre cover 
which existed in the slightly overgrown and swampy rubber. 


For one and a half hours the enemy launched repeated and fierce attacks against the five men. From all sides they were assaulted, fired on and pinned to the ground by automatic rifle 
fire and by grenades. The enemy, in an attempt to demoralise these men, resorted to blood curdling yells, bugle and whistle blowing, and the firing of Verey lights at a low angle and point 
blank range. The Gurkhas shouted back in defiance, refused to give one inch of ground, met all attacks with perfect calmness and smashed them with steady and deliberate shooting. 
During the slight pause between each assault the enemy could be heard crying out, and, by the amount of covering fire put down and the blood stains found the following day, it is obvi- 
ous that they were suffering severe losses and making determined efforts to recover their casualties. 


With ammunition running low and now reduced to two magazines for the light machine gun, two magazines for the Sten gun and a total of five rounds for the three rifles, Corporal 
Pahalsing Thapa detailed one Rifleman to break through the enemy, proceed to the nearest police station and summon aid from the Company Commander. However, before reinforce- 
ments could arrive, the enemy, demoralised and defeated, fled, leaving Corporal Pahalsing and his gallant comrades in sole command of the battlefield. 


The outstanding leadership, superb courage and grim determination of Corporal Pahalsing Thapa so inspired his men that, although outnumbered by ten to one, they not only refused 
to give one inch of ground but defeated the enemy with heavy casualties and forced them to flee without inflicting a single casualty on this NCO’s party. 


The extreme devotion to duty, personal gallantry and stirring example of this NCO are in keeping with the finest traditions of the Regiment and worthy of the highest praise.” (WO 373/0131 
refers).

In 1898 he was with the Nile Expedition during the Sudanese oper- 
ations. Dalrymple arrived in South Africa on 2 October 1899, seeing action at the Defence 
of Ladysmith, Laings Nek, and Belfast. He was also sentenced by Field General Courts 
Martial to 1 year hard labour for sleeping at post while sentinel. The sentence was com- 
muted to 84 days Field Imprisonment which he served from 7 Sept. through 20 Nov. 1901. 
Dalrymple was granted permission to reside in Canada 17 October 1906 and was dis- 
charged at the termination of his engagement on 21 August 1909. He re-enlisted after the 
outbreak of war on 22 September 1914 with the 4% Canadian Infantry. Dalrymple went to 
France 9 February 1915 and was wounded three months later.

During operations the vessel carrying him sank and Hanson was subsequently 
interred in a North African Prisoner of War camp until his liberation by the allied invasion. 
Later, when the 25" Canadian Infantry Brigade was preparing for the conflict in Korea, he 
was the 36% man to enlist for service at London on 9 August, 1950. Hanson was one of the 
first four Canadian soldiers of CIC to land in Korea with the British. He arrived 6 November 
1950, with two officers and one other private as an advance party for PPCLI of the 25' CIB. 
Thirty-one officers and 312 other ranks sailed from Seattle on 21 October 1950 and arrived 
at Puson on 7 November 1950. The 24 Battalion PPCLI arrived at Puson with 43 officers 
and 873 other ranks on 18 December 1950. Hanson took part in the famous last stand at 
Pyongyang and was one of the last to cross the bridge over the Taedong River before it was 
blown up. Having been rotated in November of 1951, he returned to Korea serving in the 
Canadian Postal Corps. Hanson further distinguished himself with a Mentioned in 
Despatches award for gallant and distinguished services with 1 Canadian 
Communications Zone Postal Unit. He remained in service and was with the forces in 
Germany in 1955, and later with the RC Sigs and RCASC during 1957-58 in Gaza and 
Palestine.
